Your School this year has an enrollment of 31 pupils. The 
present year opened with a new teacher, Miss Emeline Heath, grad- 
uate of Farmington Normal School and Boston University and a 
teacher of some experience in the Schools of Auburn, Me. 

The works seems to be progressing very satisfactorily. 

Graduating exercises were held for the two pupils who com- 
pleted the Eighth grade last June and these two pupils are now 
continuing their work in high school with good success. 

This year we wiil have to graduate an eighth grade of four 
pupils and some of these pupils are of ability above the average. 

During the last school year, your superintendent made 17 visits 
of inspection and supervision at your school. Standardized tests 
were given and the work was checked up with that of the same 
grades in other schools.
